City implements 
medical upgrades 


@ Training and equipment 
are funded under a 
measure passed by voters 
last year

ALBANY — With the passing 
of the Fourth of July — always 
highlighted with a big red X on 
calendars in firehouses nation- 
wide — the Albany Fire Depart- 
ment was a tad more equipped 
this year than Independence 
Days of years past. 

On Tuesday, the AFD finalized 
its upgrade of emergency med- 
ical services from basic life sup- 
port to advanced life support. 
Each engine now will be 
equipped with advanced medical 
and lifesaving equipment that 
will ensure 100 percent coverage 
of Albany in the occurrence of a 
crisis if the main ambulance is 
already on a call. 

The AFD will also maintain its 
standard on-the-scene response 
time of 3 minutes, 30 seconds. 
Before July 1, the department's 
two engines were stocked with 
basic life support devices limited 


to administering oxygen and ba- 
sic first aid. With advanced life 
support capabilities, engines will 
now be equipped with a “mini- 
ER" to give care equivalent to the 
first 30 minutes of treatment that 
an emergency physician would 
perform. 

The department is now ready 
and able for any incident, from 
carrying out an emergency tra- 
cheotomy to subduing a nasty 
bee sting. The upgrade “is a 
wonderful thing for the commu- 
nity, absolutely wonderful,” said 
quality assurance nurse Gail 
Porter, who has been overseeing 
the staff during its six-month 
transformation. “There were 
many ranking officers that have 
not been working on rescue 
units, now everybody will be up 
to speed.” 

"In the November 2000 elec- 
tion, Albany voters passed Mea- 
sure N to fund paramedic ad- 
vanced life support on fire 
engines and future ambulance 
purchases. The measure was 
passed by 69 percent of the 7,677 
voters who voted on the measure. 

Its passage ensured yearly net

School trustees cut 
budget to cover costs 


@ Classes for disruptive 
students among programs 
district can’t afford

SAN PABLO — West Contra 
Costa schools trustees have cut 
$1.3 million from next year’s 
budget to help pay for a salary 
increase that left the district more 
than $5 million short this year. 

The district was able to absorb 
the extra costs this year with 
money left over from the previ- 
ous year. Next year, state revenue 
will increase by about $6 million, 
but expenses also will go up with 
inflation, employee raises and 
higher benefits costs, said Assis- 
tant Superintendent Eve Manalo. 

She said the district’s ex- 
penses outpaced its revenue by 
$5.3 million this year due to a 10 
percent raise granted last fall for 
all district employees. 

In a 3-1 vote last week, 
trustees eliminated $900,000 for 
suspension alternative classes at 
secondary schools, $200,000 for 
supplies and $100,000 for two 
teachers at Harbour Way Acad- 
emy, among other cuts in the 
$241 million budget it passed for 


the 2001-02 school year. 

Superintendent Gloria John- 
ston said the district cannot af- 
ford to pay for the suspension al- 
ternative classes, where 
disruptive students are sent for 
instruction instead of being sent 
home. The classes have a stu- 
dent-to-teacher ratio of 5-1. The 
district will work with schools to 
come up with new alternatives to 
avoid suspension, she said. 

Trustee Patricia Player said 
the classes suffer from poor stu- 
dent attendance and a shortage 
of full-time staff. “We definitely 
need to find a new way to ad- 
dress student attendance and 
tardies,” she said. 

Glen Price, the only trustee to 
vote against the budget, said he 
felt the cuts fell too heavily on 
student services, and should have 
been shared more equally by 
administrative offices. 

“I felt that the Harbour Way 
and SAC cuts really impact stu- 
dents who need the most ser- 
vices,” said Price. “I felt we were 
leaving our schools without re- 
sources to provide services to stu- 
dents who need them the most.” 

Trustee Karen Leong Fenton 
did not attend the meeting.

“I got into them because I built 
a pond and they came,” she told 
the audience of more than 80 
people. 

While trying to identify drag- 
onflies, Biggs soon discovered 
there were few identification 
guides available for the state’s 
numerous dragonflies. “I’m a 
birder and we birders are noto- 
rious for lists and I had my list 
of birds coming to the pond. Well 
I wanted to have a list of drag- 
onflies that came to my pond,” 
Biggs said. She said dragonfly 
watching is “in its infancy,” sim- 
ilar to birdwatching 100 years 
ago. 

There are about 435 species

members, school board col- 
leagues, the Richmond Police Of- 
ficers’ Association, the Contra 
Costa County Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council, Labor- 
ers Local 324 of Contra Costa 
County, Carpenters and Joiners 
Local 152, the Richmond chapter 
of Black Women Organized for 
Political Action and many others. 

During last week’s interview 
Ramsey talked about a variety of 
subjects including housing, the 
state’s energy crisis, schools and 
education, why he loves living in 
El Cerrito and made some candid 
remarks about his 1995 arrest for 
solicitation. 

“We're going to have public 
housing and if we're going to have 
public housing we want it to be a 
good quality of life for all resi- 
dents,” Ramsey said about his ef- 
forts to make communities safer. 
“We want to clean up properties 
that have drug dealing problems 
to make them safer — that makes 
a safer community,” he said. “We 
want all families to feel like they 
can grow and develop and survive 
in this world. I’ve been doing that 
for 10 years. I’ve tackled some of 
the toughest properties out there 
— St. John’s Apartments and 
Monterey Pines (formerly 
Kennedy Manor),” Ramsey said, 
naming housing complexes in 
Richmond. 

“I’m a real person who sees 
real issues and real needs,” he 
said. “As a lawmaker, a policy 
maker, I'll be able to understand 
how to implement and fully de- 


sign legislation that better suits 
the needs of this community, es- 
pecially when it comes to hous- 
ing. I've dealt with all these gov- 
ernment assisted programs and I 
know I can shape legislation to 
assist and help in terms of train- 
ing, staff members, funding, get- 
ting better paying jobs for people 
who are working on the sites be- 
cause they don’t get paid well.” 
Ramsey said he would like to see 
a partnership between the build- 
ing trades and the state concern- 
ing housing issues. “We want peo- 
ple to live in good quality 
housing,” 

“We need to make education a 
priority,” Ramsey said on the is- 
sue of public education. “How are 
we going to make sure that we in- 
crease the funding for students in 
this community?,” he asked. “Dis- 
tricts like Berkeley, Oakland, even 
West Contra Costa still are hav- 
ing challenges that they need to 
address. Facilities are still falling 
apart. Curriculum needs to be up- 
dated. Kids need to have more re- 
sources. Why is California ranked 
in the bottom 10 in states across 
the country that are affected by 
educational funding?” 

Ramsey was asked about the 
issue of standardized student test- 
ing. “Obviously we want to have 
benchmarks and assessments, but 
we already have tests — we have 
SAT-9 testing results,” he said. “I 
can’t say everything has to be tied 
to a certain outcome. If we want 
to measure where our students 
are so that we can provide assis- 
tance and help to them, then I 
support that, but if we’re tying it 
to a particular outcome, then I 
think we’re going to have prob- 
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lems.” 

On the matter of the state’s en- 
ergy crisis, Ramsey said “conser- 
vation is key and critical” and Cal- 
ifornians have responded well to 
the crisis. “My wife hasn't even 
been using the dryer; we've been 
using the clothesline,” Ramsey 
said. He also said the state will 
have to increase energy produc- 
tion capacity and emphasized re- 
newable energy sources. “There 
are all types of different models 
that can be looked at,” he pointed 
out, “We have to find renewable 
energy sources and balance those 
with communities to make sure 
that there is some way to take the 
burden off consumers who are un- 
reasonably being gouged by these 
unfortunate situations. To ignore 
the energy crisis at this time 
would be fatal.” 

When asked about his 1995 ar- 
rest for solicitation, it’s clear Ram- 
sey is still touchy about the inci- 
dent. He was arrested for 
suspicion of trying to buy sex 
from a female police officer pos- 
ing as a prostitute. Ramsey 
pleaded no contest to a misde- 
meanor charge of disturbing the 
peace, paid a $100 fine and was 
on probation for two years. 

“One incident is not the total 
sum of my life. Most people don’t 
know I didn’t get disciplined by 
the state bar because they looked 
at it and they didn’t consider it a 
crime of moral turpitude. I was 
wrong to do it. I made a mistake. 
But at the same time I’ve tried to 
lead by example to show young 
people that you can stumble in 
life, but it’s not what happens 
when you stumble, it’s what hap- 
pens after you stumble,” he added. 


“T rolled up my sleeves and did 
a lot. The community is going to 
look at the good works that I did 
prior to the incident. They're go- 
ing to look at all the good works 
that I’ve done after the incident. 
No one is going to say that the 
facts don’t tell the truth,” Ramsey 
said. “The voters are going to give 
me a second chance and they're 
going to give me an opportunity 
and they're going to look at my 
record,” 

On life in El Cerrito Ramsey 
said he likes the friendliness of 
the city he and his family have 
called home since 1998. “El Cer- 
rito has been a jewel for me. I love 
El Cerrito. I love it because it has 
good friendly people. I feel wel- 
come there, The neighbors have 
been very supportive,” Ramsey 
said, He also praised El Cerrito’s 
central location, close to San Fran- 
cisco, Berkeley and Richmond and 
praised its civic leaders, “I think 
they have a good City Council that 
is really fighting hard to bring pos- 
itive resources to the community.” 

Ramsey said he needs to raise 
$300,000 for his primary cam- 
paign, but added that money 
should not be the driving force be- 
hind anybody’s candidacy. “It’s is- 
sues,” he said. “Issues are going 
to have to be at the forefront and 
we have to make sure that we lis- 
ten and communicate to the vot- 
ers exactly the issues that they be- 
lieve are necessary to be 
advocated in Sacramento. 

“If the community believes that 
I can be worthy enough of the op- 
portunity, I welcome it,” Ramsey 
added. “I'm excited about the op- 
portunity just to be able to even 
run.”

Breaking the logjam at the 
Mill & Lumber project

dding city offices to the 

Aven Mill & Lumber 
evelopment will signifi- 

cantly boost the vitality of this 
quality project. On July 11, the 
City Council will have a public 
hearing on the project and de- 
cide its fate. We should not 
limit our thinking to just ap- 
proving or rejecting this pro- 
ject. We can move forward with 
this fine project, preserve com- 
mercial space and provide suit- 
able long-term office space for 
our city employees. 

We need to find a mecha- 
nism that is financially feasible 
for the developer. The City Hall 
offices are housed in 12-year- 
old trailers that are falling 
apart due to dry rot and ad- 
vanced age. At only 5,600 
square feet, they offer 
cramped, substandard office 
space for our city staff. Buying 
new trailers is only throwing 
good money after bad, and 
there is little available office 
space elsewhere in El Cerrito. 
Given these problems, we 
should “put our money where 
our mouth is” and work with 
the developer to incorporate 
quality office space for City 
Hall employees in the Mill & 
Lumber project. 

The City Hall trailers are sit- 
uated on very valuable land at 
the corner of San Pablo Avenue 
and Manila. We could relocate 
City Hall, recreation staff of- 
fices and the council chambers 
to a 10,000-square-foot ground- 
floor space on parcel 2 of the 
Mill & Lumber project. Parcel 2 
is located at Kearney and 
Schmidt and borders the DMV 
property. This will create an in- 
tegrated commercial/residential 

_ hub. The higher and better use 
of the current City Hall site is 
to have mixed-use commer- 
cial/retail on San Pablo Avenue. 

We could offer the developer 
financial inducements to ac- 
commodate the city offices. 
These may include increasing 
the housing density on parcels 
3 and 4 to make the project 
more financially viable, accept- 
ing the developer’s request to 
forgo the very low income 
housing and dealing creatively 
with the parking using other 
city land in the area. By offer- 
ing the developer development 
rights for land on which the 
trailers are currently situated, 
that site could benefit from 
higher intensity commercial/re- 
tail mixed-use. 

To allay the developer’s 
fears about obtaining financ- 
ing, the city, given our current 
strong financial condition, 
could offer guarantees, El Cer- 
rito can afford this investment 
because of the tax increment 
revenue from this and other 
projects in the redevelopment 
area. The Redevelopment 
Agency is able to provide 
money to the city to cover the 
cost of economic and redevel- 
opment expenses. This frees up 
at least $200,000 per year from 


the city’s general fund that 
should be more than enough to 
pay the market rate of 
$1.50/square foot/month rental 
expense on the new City Hall 
space, 

We need to relocate City 
Hall offices from the old and 
cramped trailers into new 
space now. Doing so will en- 
able us to maintain our city of- 
fices in a central location and 
address the long overdue com- 
mitment to our city employees 
and community to have a City 
Hall of which we can all be 
proud. 

Besides City Hall employees, 
we could also move city recre- 
ation staff as well as the coun- 
cil chambers from the Commu- 
nity Center to the new space so 
they get more spacious offices 
and we can rent out more 
space to other groups for recre- 
ational purposes. A superior 
work environment will boost 
staff morale and increase cus- 
tomer service and productivity. 
Working in technology-enabled 
modern offices is a proper en- 
vironment for our professional 
city staff and it is long overdue. 

Some others talk about cre- 
ative financing to get the City 
Hall we want and deserve. 
Rather than counting on specu- 
lative and risky schemes, I be- 
lieve that “a bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush”. Let’s 
not let this unique opportunity 
slip away and delay getting a 
new City Hall for many years. 
Let’s keep it simple, and move 
ahead with this plan. 

The proposed city offices 
would be a medium- to long- 
term rental arrangement that 
could segue into a “rent to 
own” type arrangement, on 
terms acceptable to the devel- 
oper. We could even trade on 
equitable terms to the city and 
the developer the valuable city 
land under the trailers for new 
space in parcel 2. 

The discussion above may 
sound like a last minute pro- 
posal, but Mayor Damon, by 
his bullying tactics, has stifled 
debate and interjected himself 
in the process with no negotiat- 
ing authority from the council. 
He has pursued his own per- 
sonal agenda, and one has to 
wonder whether it is motivated 
by his own financial dealings. 
In his zeal, he has drowned out 
the city’s agenda with his own. 
Until now, it has been difficult 
to get anyone to pay attention 
to alternatives that do not place 
a hardship on the developer, 
but still maintain the principal 
of having two of the four 
parcels with some commercial 
space in this mixed-use devel- 
opment. 

Let’s move forward with the 
Mill & Lumber project by in- 
cluding quality office space for 
our city hall on parcel 2 at 
Kearney and Schmidt. We owe 
it to our city employees and we 
owe it to ourselves to have a 
truly commercial mixed-use de- 
velopment at this prominent, 
midtown property.

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Cover old cement with new wood deck 


_ Concrete makes for a great 
patio. It takes irregularity out of 
the grade and produces an inter- 
esting and easy-to-maintain sur- 
face. It can be tooled as a surface 
drain to distribute water away 
from the home. It is relatively in- 
expensive and can be formed 
and poured in a weekend, And a 
concrete slab can last a lifetime. 

Unfortunately, concrete is brit- 
tle and sometimes cracks, be- 
coming a tripping hazard and an 
eyesore. Even a cracked, ugly 
concrete slab can be useful. Fill- 
ing cracks with a high-quality 
polyurethane caulking compound 
won't necessarily make it look 
better, but it can help to prevent 
further heaving and will definitely 
aid in proper watershed. 

Replacement is an alternative 
you might not want to consider. 
Breaking out a large concrete pa- 
tio can take days and is grueling 
work. Also consider the cost of 
the jackhammer, concrete saw, 
dump fees and replacement cost. 

There is an alternative you 
might not have thought of — 
leave that ugly old patio right 
where it is and use it as a founda- 
tion for a beautiful new wood 
deck. All you have to do is attach 
strips of wood (support strips, 
nailing strips, — call them what 
you like) to the concrete and ap- 
ply the decking to the strips of 
wood. 


Before you start 


There is a condition regarding 
this procedure, A step down must 


exist between the floor of your 
home and your patio, A distance 
of 6 inches or more is plenty of 
room to do what we suggest. It is 
important for the top of the fin- 
ished deck to be slightly lower 
than the floor inside your home. 
An inch or so is all that is needed. 
This precaution will do much to 
keep leaves and wash-water 
spray outside — away from your 
fine carpet, vinyl, hardwood or 
other flooring finish. 

The heaving concrete patio 
probably won't stop shifting, but 
chances are the problem won't 
telescope through to the surface 
of the new wood deck. Wood is 
substantially more flexible than 
concrete. Where even the slight- 
est ground movement can some- 
times show as a radical variation 
in concrete, wood simply 
stretches, bends and flexes. 

The strips of wood that are at- 
tached to the concrete should be 
either a pressure-treated specie, 
or cedar or redwood. In our expe- 
rience, pressure-treated material 
seems to last the longest when in 
regular contact with moisture. 
There are a couple of alternatives 
when it comes to affixing the 
strips to the concrete — powder- 
actuated pins, and lag bolts and 
shields. 


Where to drill 


In the case of the latter, holes 
are drilled through the wood 
strips and into the concrete at 2- 
to 4-foot intervals along each 
board. Lag shields are driven into

the holes in the concrete. The lag 
bolts traverse through the holes in 
the wood strips and into the lag 
shields in the concrete. As a lag 
bolt is screwed in, the shield 
spreads — holding both the bolt 
and the wood strip tightly in 
place. For this you will need a 
high-quality carbide-tipped con- 
crete drill, a good drill motor and 
elbow grease. Drilling holes in 
concrete isn’t rocket science, but 
it is physically tiring. Be prepared 
to work hard. 

Using powder-actuated pins is 
easier, but does require some 
special skills. Here, a stud gun is 
used to fire special nails through 
wood and into concrete. The 
process is not physically tiring, is 
relatively inexpensive and can be 
done in a short time. For a 
medium-size project, all the pins 
necessary can be driven in less 
time than it takes to drill two or 
three holes for lag shields. The 
problem with powder-actuated 
pins lies within the “gun” part. 
Stud guns are dangerous and 
need to be handled with caution.

Have the person at the rental 
store provide a thorough briefing 
on how the tool is used. You 
should also experience using the 
tool to drive one or two pins be- 
fore leaving the rental establish- 
ment. If the store proprietor won't 
agree to this condition, go else- 
where. 


Vital step 


Placement of the support 
strips is important. They should 
be parallel and the space be- 
tween them equidistant. Two-by- 
four deck boards can span a dis- 
tance of about 2 feet, whereas 
2-by-6 deck boards work well up 
to as much as 4 feet. The choice 
is yours. We like the 2-by-6 size 
because fewer boards are re- 
quired to cover the surface. This 
means easier logistics, fewer at- 
tachments per given area — and 
best of all — fewer support strips 
are required. 

The support strips should be 
placed so as not to impede 
drainage. You don't want to build 
a dam. Ponding water can prema- 
turely damage the support sys- 
tem, not to mention that still 
ponds breed mosquitoes. 

The deck boards are laid per- 
pendicular to the support strips 
and can be attached with nails or 
the deckmaster-style fastener that 
provides an invisible connection. 

Finally, when attaching the 
deck boards, it is important to 
stagger the joints at every course. 
Staggering joints adds strength 
and looks better.

When | was a kid | loved hav- 
Ing a birthday on the 4th of July. 

It seemed to me that everyone 
in the whole country was cele- 
brating my birthday and this in- 
cluded, my aunts, uncles, cousins 
and grandparents who gathered 
at my aunt's ranch in Napa for a 
party.

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Credit scoring — What does it megy 


Well, the secret's out. The 
mystery is about to be revealed. 
As of last Sunday, July 1, state 
law requires that lenders share 
that allusive three-digit number 
that wraps up your entire credit 
history into a computerized slot, 
also known as a credit score. 

Since introduced to the mort- 
gage lending industry in Novem- 
ber 1997, credit scoring has ma- 
tured to the point that 
score-driven lenders believe that 
a mortgage loan will live and die 
based on this score from the 
three credit bureaus. 

But what do these scores re- 
ally mean? 

The three credit reporting 
repositories and their scoring 
models are: Experian/FICO; 
Equifax/Beacon; and Trans 
Union/Emperica. 

According to our source at 
myfico.com, the scores range 
from 850 on the highest best 
credit end to 350 as the worst 
end. 

Scores of 800 plus are held by 
11 percent of the population and 
only have a 1 percent chance that 
the borrower will default on the 
loan.These people are also 
known to walk on water and heal 
the sick. 

Those who have scores be- 
tween 750 and 799 make up 29 
percent of the population and 
have a 2 percent chance of de- 
faulting on their loan. 

This is the level of superior 
credit and often lenders will re- 
ward this group by discounting 
the fees (or points) for the cost of 
their interest rate. 

Scores from 700 to 749 make 
up 20 percent of the population 
and are still considered as hav- 
ing excellent credit with only a5 
percent chance of default. 

These people always pay 
their debts on time but may have 
a lot of available credit However, 
most likely they maintain a max- 
imum balance of one-third of the 
available credit and/or pay off 
their credit card balances every 
month. 

Seven-hundred is usually 
minimum score required for the 
best rates when going “stated 
income” loan with no verification 
of income, something necessary 
for us self employed people who 
write off every imaginable legal 


expense to keep the IRS from 
taking all of our money. 

Ascore of 650 to 699 can still 
be considered ‘A’ paper pricing, 
but warrants a closer look by the 
lender. Sixteen percent of the 
population make up this group. 

Usually this is not a matter of 
delinquent credit history, but too 
many credit cards and maximiz- 
ing the available credit. 

Ascore of 660 is normally 
considered the minimum score 
for the best Fannie Mae and Fred- 
die Mac rates, but we have seen 
some lenders accept scores as 
low as 620 using traditional make 
sense underwriting with com- 
pensating factors. 

Delinquency rates — the per- 
centage in that group that will de- 
fault on a mortgage loan, file 
bankruptcy or fall 90 days past 
due on at least one credit account 
— jumps to 15 percent for this 
group. 

When we get to the 600 to 649 
group, who make up 11 percent of 
the population the delinquency rate 
more than doubles to 31 percent. 

Usually these borrowers are 
recovering credit users who are 
rebuilding their credit after some 
crisis in their lives. For these bor- 
rowers, the sub-prime industry 
was born, 

And, although their mortgage 
loan interest rate could run as 
high as two points (2 percent of 
the loan amount) above normal 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
rates, they only need to hold onto 
the mortgage for two to three 
years to rebuild their credit. 

There are also mortgage loans 
called “credit builders” where the 
lender will reward the borrower 
and periodically reduce the inter- 
est rate for on time payments 
without the need to refinance. 

Those with scores of 550 to 
599 make up only 7 percent of 
the population but have a 51 per- 
cent delinquency rate. 

And, the 500 to 549 group is 5 
percent of the population and has 
a 71 percent delinquency rate 
Most sub-prime lenders have a 
minimum score requirement of 
520 and the interest rates for these 
borrowers can be pretty hefty. 

Also, in order to alleviate the 
risk factors, lenders often limit 
loan to value to 70 percent and 
below.

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Shining some light on 
energy-efficient homes 


i Experts believe that 

simple solutions can make 

a big difference when it 

comes to energy savings

Maybe the answer to Amer- 
ica's energy crunch isn't under 
the wild Arctic tundra but in a 
quiet Florida suburb. 

There you'll find a comfortable 
but modest two-story house, 
standing out only slightly among 
the barrel-tiled tracts for its mod- 
ern lines and tall, shady trees. 
The things that make this 2,100- 
square-foot, three-bedroom, two- 
bath home compelling are not 
visible. 

The last three electrical bills: 
$22, $25 and $28. Come summer, 
they jump to a whopping $60, 
That's easily a third or less of 
what most of its neighbors pay. 

With debate raging over the 
role of conservation in President 
Bush's national energy policy, 
Jack Parker, a Florida Interna- 
tional University professor, offers 
the home he built as evidence of 
its potential. 

“What | really emphasize are 
practical, sometimes old-fashioned 
answers, which are not related to 
any great sacrifice,” said Parker 
who teaches chemistry and envi- 
ronmental studies and has long 
crusaded for more efficient appli- 
ance, building and landscaping 
standards. “My house is built par- 
ticularly so we don't have to build 
new power plants.” 

President Bush has a decid- 
edly different solution to the en- 
ergy crisis. In a plan released last 
month, the administration urges 
the construction of 1,300 to 1,900 
power plants and a massive ex- 
pansion of the energy grid over 
the next two decades, The most 
controversial proposals would 
ease pollution regulations and 
open more federal lands, includ- 
ing unspoiled areas like portions 
of the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge in Alaska, to oil and gas 
drilling. 

Though it contains 40-plus 
conservation measures, including 
tax breaks for high-mileage hybrid 
Cars and alternative technology 
like solar panels, critics charge 
the plan tilts heavily toward in- 
creasing supply when they insist 
reducing demand would be eas- 
ier, faster, cleaner and perhaps 
more effective. 

That's arguable, but conserva- 
tion, boosted by an array of effi- 
cient new appliances and other 
technology, does have an impres- 
sive record of results — and not 
just at Parker’s house. 

At Miami-Dade Community 
College, for example, a two-year 
program has cut demand about 
10 percent and will save $500,000 
this year, said Chris Moran, vice 
provost for facilities operations.

Most of that has come from 
simply swapping old lights for 
new fluorescent bulbs that draw a 
fraction of the juice and can last 
for years, But the school is also 
installing other devices and 
timers, including some that even 
shut off unused computers. 

“We've only retrofitted about 
50 percent of the campus,” 
Moran said. “We're going to see 
increased savings each year.” 

The lights, more expensive than 
regular bulbs, pay for themselves 
in less than a year, he said, and 
there's also labor savings. The col- 
lege used to have a five-person 
crew devoted to changing 2 million 
bulbs on multiple campuses. Now, 
two can handle the job. 

Florida Power & Light, which 
supplies 8 million people, esti- 
mates that its conservation pro- 
grams — from devices that cycle 
home air conditioners off to en- 
ergy audits and rebates for effi- 
cient appliances — have reduced 
the need for as many as seven 
medium-size power plants. 

Over the next decade, said 
spokeswoman Kathy Scott, FPL 
estimates the programs will re- 
duce demand about 795 
megawatts, enough power for 
more than 170,000 homes. 

Efficiency advocates like 
Parker and national groups like 
The Alliance to Save Energy, a 
coalition of business, consumer 
and environmental groups, say 
things that could make huge dif- 
ferences are available now. They 
say the administration is seriously 
underselling conservation's im- 
pact, which is more than just a 
“sign of personal virtue,” as Vice 
President Dick Cheney called it. 

The Alliance, for instance, esti- 
mates the federal government, 
the nation's largest power con- 
sumer with some 500,000 build- 
ings, wastes $1 billion a year 
worth of juice. 
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a third or less of what most of its neighbors pay. 


That's supported by the federal 
government itself. In May, The New 
York Times reported that studies 
by the national laboratories pro- 
jected efficiency programs could 
cut the federal electrical bill by 20 
to 47 percent — equal to the out- 
put of between 265 and 610 power 
plants. Another national lab report 
said a $5.2 billion investment to re- 
duce use by 20 percent would pay 
for itself in just five years. 

“Their primary response is dig 
more, mine more and build 
more,” David Nemtzow, the al- 
liance president, said in a state- 
ment. “They should also say, 
‘Waste less.’ ”

amount of the check he writes 
monthly to FPL. The home he 
and his wife, Janet, share isn’t full 
of whiz-bang devices, isn’t hot, is- 
n't dark and certainly isn’t Spar- 
tan.

Today we had to wake up at 
8 a.m. in order to get to the base- 
ball field for practice.. Most of us 
slept on the way to the field, but 
when we got there we were wide 
awake. 

The field had a grass infield 
with a type of dirt I had never felt 
before. The humidity made it 
musty and heavier than I had 
ever seen. The outfield was 
smoothly cut until about halfway 
out, where there were tall stacks 
of overgrown grass. 

Behind the fence were dirt 
roads with palm trees and other 
types of trees and plants, mak- 
ing the field look as if was in the 
middle of a jungle. 

We had our infield (practice) 
and were a little sluggish because 
we weren't used to the heat and 
humidity.

steban Bellan was the

his trade in the United States. 
Compatriots Rafael Almeida 
and Armando Marsans were 
the first to join the major 
leagues. Others, like Martin Di- 
higo and Cristébal Torriente, 
became stars in the Negro 
Leagues, In time, such luminar- 
ies as Minnie Minoso, Camilo 
Pascual, Tony Pérez, Tony 
Oliva, José Canseco and Rafael 
Palmeiro became household 
names to legions of fans. 

Cuba does indeed have a 
rich baseball tradition. The 
game has long been an integral 
part of Cuban culture and soci- 
ety. But for the past four 
decades, baseball has taken a 
back seat to the ongoing politi- 
cal standoff between Washing- 
ton and Havana. 

Last week, though, the Oak- 
land Rattlers 16-and-under 
AAU and Connie Mack team 
got a taste of both Cuban base- 
ball and society while in Ha- 
vana. Time seemed to fly by, as 
the Rattlers — after months of 
planning and anticipation — re- 
turned home from their week- 
long trip Sunday morning. 
What they experienced gave 
them greater knowledge of 
Cuban baseball and its place in 
the island’s social fabric. They 
also came back with a deeper 
appreciation of the United 
States. 

“The experience was great,” 
Rattlers manager Eddie Abram 
said. “(The Cubans) were lov- 
ing people. They eat and sleep 
baseball. It’s more a way of life 
for them.” 

Rattlers players, parents, 
coaches and all those on the 
trip learned the depth of pas- 
sion for baseball in Cuba. They 
also witnessed first-hand the 
quality of that baseball, as the

Between the Lines 


Rattlers did not win a single 
game on the tour. True, the 
Cubans had home-field advan- 
tage and the heat and humidity 
were unlike anything the Rat- 
tlers ever had experienced. Of 
course, the odds were stacked 
against the visiting esta- 
dounidenses well beyond those 
factors, too. 

“We didn’t win a game, but 
their team averaged in age 
from 18-year-olds to 22-year- 
olds,” Abram said of the Cuban 
opponents. “We were playing 
against guys with wedding 
bands on, kissing their wives, 
kissing their babies. These 
were men we were playing. But 
our guys played well. We 
played some competitive 
games.” 

Before the Rattlers em- 
barked on the trip, some 
naysayers predicted that the 
team would struggle to score as 
much as a single run against 
some of Cuba’s top young play- 
ers. But the Rattlers held their 
own, scoring 15 runs in four 
games. 

The Rattlers stayed reason- 
ably close in two of the games. 
They even scored seven runs in 
one of them. They also gave up 
10 runs in that game. Other 
scores were 9-3, 13-1 and 6-4. 

Individually, Kurt Koehler 
batted .500 while Jesse Barnes 
and Randy Minix each hit .400. 
Rafael Mendoza batted . 308 in 
13 at-bats. Steven Della Cruz 
was a respectable 1-for-3. 

Mendoza and Koehler each 


drove in three runs. Koehler 
and Barnes each scored three. 
Barnes legged out the Rattlers’ 
only triple, and Mendoza and 
Koehler belted the only home 
runs. 

But the Rattlers were at a 
disadvantage. And perhaps be- 
cause of this, Cuban coaches 
had much higher expectations 
for their players. 

“They made only two errors 
the whole time we were there,” 
Abram said of the Cubans. 
“When a guy made an error, the 
coach came out and that player 
was totally admonished.” 

It was a two-run home run 
by Koehler, however, that led to 
a most bizarre scene. 

“The pitcher was sent down 
the left-field line to contem- 
plate the error of his ways,” 
Abram said. 

Despite the Rattlers’ unique 
experience on a Cuban dia- 
mond, baseball was but one 
facet of the week-long trip. 
Wins and losses paled in im- 
portance, as the Rattlers strove 
to improve both as a team and 
as individual players. Most im- 
portantly, this trip was a learn- 
ing experience — not only for 
the young players, but the 
adults who accompanied them 
as well. 

“The first thing that comes 
to mind were that the people 
were great,” said Rajive Au- 
rora, father of pitcher Nikhi 
Aurora. “The people all over 
just love Americans.” 

Those on the trip experi- 
enced first-hand the Cuban 
passion for sports, especially 
baseball, where every game is 
an event, a reason to come to 
the park. 

“Tt was the most intense 
crowd I’ve ever been at — in- 
cluding pro games,” said in- 
fielder Barnes. 

“Tt’s really fun to be in the 


d gem 


stands with them, they’re so 
electrical,” said Alan Kaplan, 
Barnes’ uncle. “The Cuban fans 
are amazing. It was a fantastic 
experience.” 

Perhaps most amazing to 
Rajive Aurora was the amount 
of support the Rattlers received 
from the Cuban fans. 

“Three-quarters of the fans 
were rooting for the U.S., 
which surprised the heck out of 
me,” Aurora said. “It was a big 
day off for them. Kids would 
show up in their school uni- 
forms and adults with their 
girlfriends. Anything with 
‘American’ on it or ‘USA’ on it, 
they wanted it.” 

Enthusiasm for baseball in 
Cuba extends well beyond the 
ballpark. The sport lives deep 
in the heart of every fan. 

“There’s a corner in Havana 
that is like a baseball corner 
where people argue — yell — 
about baseball,” Kaplan said. 
“It’s really good-natured, but 
it’s incredible.” 

Sports, especially baseball, 
is so ingrained in Cuban soci- 
ety that it has become an inte- 
gral part of the education of 
some Cuban youngsters. 

“They had kids four years 
old going to the sports acad- ° 
emy (in Havana) if they show 
any skill in boxing, track and 
field, or other games,” Abram 
said. “If they show any skill, 
they put them in that school.” 

“A beneficial part of the trip 
was to see the linkage between 
sports and academics,” added 
Jerry Wiggins, a Rattlers coach 
and a member of the Alameda 
County Board of Education. “It 
leads me to believe a potential 
charter school combining 
sports and academics is possi- 
ble here, too.” 

Though the baseball was ex-

HISTORY REDUX: Regard- 
ing the historic Cuban players 
mentioned at the top of this ar- 
ticle, Esteban Bellan played in 
the National Association from 
1871 through 1873, Armando 
Marsans and Rafael Almeida 
joined the Cincinnati Reds in 
1911. Marsans died in Havana 
in 1960, Almeida died in Ha- 
vana in 1968. 

Hall of Famer Martin Di- 
higo, who died in 1971, ar- 
guably is the most famous 
player tied to the Revolution. 
Dihigo, a political exile in the 
1950s, gave money to Che Gue- 
vara in the effort to overthrow 
the government of Castro’s pre- 
decessor, Fulgencio Batista. 
Since Castro took over in 1959, 
though, Cubans who played 
professional baseball in the 
major leagues or in other parts 
of the world themselves be- 
came political exiles. José 
Canseco and Rafael Palmeiro, 
both born in Havana in 1964, 
left Cuba with their families at 
young ages.

It’s refreshing to see that the 
French, known for their high fa- 
lutin’ movies, can produce some- 
thing as wildly incoherent and 
dreadful as “Kiss of the Dragon.” 
It’s like finding out that Alice Wa- 
ters has a secret fetish for Big 
Macs. 

Briefly, at the beginning of the 
movie, you might think you’re in 
for a smart, stylish thriller. Mar- 
tial arts master Jet Li, dressed in 
black from head to toe and ex- 
uding cool, arrives in Paris. He’s 
playing Liu Jiuan, a cop from 
Beijing, sent to aid the French 
government in some sort of sting 
operation. Paris, shot by “Fifth 
Element” and “La Femme Nikita” 
cinematographer Thierry Arbo- 
gast, looks romantic in a rainy 
day sort of way. 

But things begin deteriorating 
rapidly from there. Liu meets up 
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JET LI, center, battles two foes with his slick karate moves on a Parisian tourist boat in “Kiss of the 
Dragon.” 


with his French contact, psycho 
cop Richard (Tchéky Karyo, “The 
Patriot,” “La Femme Nikita”), as 
he is frothing at the mouth and 
beating someone to a pulp in a 
hotel kitchen. Within minutes, 
Liu is framed for a drug-pin mur- 


der by Richard and must make 
his escape in a laundry chute. 
Things look tense, especially 
when Richard throws in a 
grenade. It’s unlikely you will re- 
call the face of a henchman who 
peers into the chute to check on 


the grenade’s progress, but what 
you will recall, in sickening de- 
tail, is the way the lower half of 
his body then slides down to the 
floor with a graphic thunk.

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Book helps people look ahead and deal with deteriorating visi, 


Marja Mogk sent me a copy 
of the book she wrote together 
with her mother, It is a very 
simple title: “Macular Degener- 
ation: the Complete Guide to 
Saving and Maximizing Your 
Sight”. Upon reading it I can 
understand why so many pro- 
fessionals in the ophthalmic 
field are so excited about this 
book. Very simply and very 
clearly it describes and ex- 
plains Macular Degeneration, 
what you can do for it (very lit- 
tle), what you can do to try to 
avoid it and, most importantly, 
how you can live with it and 
continue to live the life you 
want. 

(This is the second time I 
have written this. I finished all 
of it only to lose it all as my 
computer decided it could not 
be saved, for some reason I 
cannot fathom) 

Lylas G. Mogk, M.D., 
Marja’s mother, is an opthal- 
mologist in Michigan, where 
she came to realize that there 
was little available for people 
with low vision, particularly 
people with age related macu- 
lar degeneration (ARMD). She

is the founding director of the 
Visual Rehabilitation and Re- 
search Center of the Henry 
Ford Health System and a 
member of the American Acad- 
emy of Ophthalmology’s Low 
Vision Rehabilitation Commit- 
tee. Marja says that within days 
of opening the center, she had 
a 10-month waiting list. 

When Dr. Mogk wanted to 
get information out to people 
with ARMD, she and daughter 
Marja decided that the best 
way was to write a book. And 
together they have. Marja says 
it took a great deal of time, a 
great deal of work and hours of 
expensive telephone conversa- 
tions. With mother in Michigan 
and daughter in Berkeley, they 
managed a partnership that 
was inspired. Mother would 
send Marja a chapter, Marja 
would edit, rewrite and add to, 
checking with her mother the 
whole time. 

Marja also did her own re- 


search, speaking to older peo- 
ple in a San Mateo retirement 
community and reading them 
parts of the book to get their 
reaction. She spent six months 
working with these people 
while refining and putting fin- 
ishing touches to the book. She 
also interviewed her mother to 
learn more about her patients, 
and other doctors’ experiences 
with patients. 

The result is a book that 
lays it all out clearly and care- 
fully, including what is avail- 
able to people with low vision 
and what can be done to en- 
hance what vision they have 
left after the macular degenera- 
tion has taken its toll. As one 
of the professionals says, it 
should be read by everyone 
who has ARMD, who might get 
it, and people who have rela- 
tives and friends who suffer 
from it. It is becoming my 
bible. 

An interesting person, this 
Marja Mogk. She was born in 
New York and her parents 
moved with her back to their 
native Detroit, where she grew 
up. She attended the University 


of Michigan, then worked with 
emotionally disturbed children. 
Challenging and meaningful 
work, but she found it frustrat- 
ing that she could really do 
nothing to change things for 
these children. And, besides, 
she didn’t know that she 
wanted to work with children. 

So, back to school. She 
moved to Berkeley and began a 
PhD program in English, She 
found this the other extreme. 
No hands-on work with people. 
When she took time off to 
write the book, she found she 
was doing what she really 
wanted to do; doing something 
that would help people, that 
would make a difference in 
people lives, “It was really 
something important and so 
wonderful,” she says. 

Now she is back in her PhD 
program, looking forward to 
finishing very soon. 

After she is finished she will 
either look for a job teaching 
literature at the college level or, 
perhaps, change to the health 
field, 

There is some talk of an 
opening for her in the Alameda 


County Subcommittee on 
Health and Safety, which is one 
of the subcommittees of the 
county Commission on Aging. 

And what does she do when 
she isn’t studying, writing, or 
“PhDing”? Well, she is a volun- 
teer guide for a group called 
Environmental Traveling Com- 
panions (ETC), The group pro- 
vides outdoor adventures and 
travel for people with disabili- 
ties. 

She speaks of kayaking trips 
to Angel Island from Sausalito, 
where they camp overnight on 
Angel Island, tour the island 
and paddle back the next day 
— all with students from the 
California School of the Blind. 
Of trips with adults with move- 
ment impairment, even para- 
plegics and quadriplegics, and 
of water rafting and cross 
country skiing with people with 
developmental disabilities. 

In addition to being so in- 
volved and interested in so 
many things, she talks about 
her family: the sister who 
works in international public 
health in Africa, and of the 
brother who has just gotten out

Any pet owner could tell you, of course they 
are, A scientist has come up with a formula to 
stop dog allergies, and if the cats don't steal it, 
dog popularity will soar to new heights. There's 
major James Bond spoofing going on here, as 
well as liberal theft from the "Babe" genre, and 
the movie is packed with hearty, sweet laughs. 
The computerized animals don't always work, 


but the real ones, particularly a heart melting 
beagle, are cute enough to compensate, The hu- 
man cast includes Jeff Goldblum and Elizabeth 
Perkins.

“DR. DOLITTLE 2”: An energetic, pleasing family 
movie, with plenty of clever humor and a cast of 
endearing animals. Less tasteless and raunchy 
than the first Eddie Murphy “Dolittle.” In this one, 
Dolittle has embraced his talent for communicat- 
ing with critters and put his skills to use in at- 
tempting to save a forest from clear-cutting. This 
involves convincing two giant bears to fall in love. 
Murphy plays it relatively straight, so don't expect 
much of the trademark Murphy humor: This one 
is all about the animals. Michael Rapaport's 
tough-talking raccoon and Lisa Kudrow's cynical 
bear are both charming.

“MONTY PYTHON AND THE HOLY GRAIL’: 
This is a re-release of the classic English com- 
edy, now 26 years old. The inspired lunacy of the 
famed British comedy troupe's take on King 
Arthur and his knights’ quest for the Holy Grail is 
more amusing than hilarious, John Cleese, Terry 
Gilliam and the other Pythons prove that they 
cherish nonsense for its own sake, but they also 
skewer stupidity, ignorance and an unquestion- 
ing acceptance of conventional pieties and re- 
ceived wisdom, Though there are laugh-out4oud 
moments, there are also passages that are dry 
and overly talky, This film isn't for everyone, but 
it's safe to say it will always have ardent admirers. 
— K. Thomas. (PG: some scenes of comic bru- 
tality that are too graphic for young children.) 1 
hour, 36 minutes. B+ 


“MOULIN ROUGE”: Director Baz Luhrmann's re- 
lentless musical drama exudes so much energy 
that it throws up what amounts to a nearly im- 
penetrable force field around itself. There’s cer- 
tainly something endearing about how much ef- 
fort he and his co-stars, Nicole Kidman and 
Ewan McGregor, playing star-crossed lovers in 
turn-of-the-century Paris, have put into trying to 
woo us. Kidman is spectacular; she’s pure 
courage. But despite flashes of true creativity, 
some inspired musical choices and a consis- 
tently startling opulence, the movie fails. It's just 
too much: gaping mouths, flailing limbs, wildly in- 
tercut scenes that make it impossible to focus.

“SEXY BEAST": First-time feature director 
Jonathan Glazer's zingy movie, about a retired 
mobster (Ray Winstone) whose terrifying former 
colleague (Ben Kingsley) wants him to do just 
one more job, is remarkable mostly for Kingsley’s 
astonishing performance, Seeing Gandhi play 
someone as scary as any of Robert De Niro's 
darker characters is quite a charge. You start out 
thinking it's a parody, but by the end you're just 
as desperate as the retired mobster to be free of 
him. — M. Pols. (R: sexual encounters, extreme 
violence, language.) 1 hour, 28 minutes. B+ 
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Sadly, this is not even the 
movie’s most gory moment. The 
actual “kiss of the dragon,” which 
involves an acupuncture needle 
in a certain spot on the neck, fol- 
lowed by unflattering bleeding 
from the nose, eyes and mouth, 
is later played out for us in vivid, 
prolonged Technicolor.

pect the action will take prece- 
dent over the plot. Certainly 
watching Li at work has its plea- 
sures. He plays some amusing 


tricks with acupuncture needles, 
which he uses both to heal and 
to harm. When he takes on an 
entire karate class and dis- 
patches them with grace, you see 
the potential for something far 
better. 

But still, how about just 
slightly a less tired, mindless 
plot? 

Innocent bystanders are killed 
regularly in very public places, 
including tour boats of the Seine, 
without any repercussions. The 
bad guys always clear out at just 
the right moment, so that Liu can 
escape unscathed. There's no 
continuity whatsoever: After the 
demise of a gentle Chinese gen- 
tleman, Liu announces he wishes 


to honor his wishes, which we’ve 
never heard a peep about but 
which oddly enough entail, hav- 
ing his body placed, with candles, 
on the steps of Basilique du 
Sacre-Coeur. Talk about de- 
manding. 

The most egregious example 
of text book B-movie script writ- 
ing is the inclusion of a drug-ad- 
dicted prostitute with a heart of 
gold, Jessica (Bridget Fonda, 
putting the final nail in the cof- 
fin that is her career). Jessica is 
the only witness who can clear 
Liu, and she’s conveniently lost 
custody of her young daughter 
to the evil cop. See, he can save 
her, and she can save him, But 
who is going to save us?

The all-new 2001 Stratus comes 
in two shapes and various models. 
| drove the Stratus sedan ES model, 
but the coupes are equally eye- 
catching. Although some people 
gravitate toward the coupe, | prefer 
the convenience of the sedan with 
rear doors. Either way, the Stratus 
has an aggressive-looking front 
end, emphasized by the cab-for- 
ward design, giving the illusion of 
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a tiger ready to pounce. 

The Stratus has been in the 
Dodge showroom since 1995, and 
each year DaimlerChrysler has 
tweaked it in some manner. This 
year, however, there is a complete 
makeover with distinct changes in- 
cluding performance 

My tester had a 2.7-liter V-6 en- 
gine that produced 200 horsepower 
and 192 ft-lbs of torque linked to a 
four-speed automatic transmission. 
With normal driving, drivers can an- 
ticipate respectable fuel economy: 
20 city and 29 highway. 

This powerplant doesn't exactly 
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put the Stratus in the fast lane, but 
there is something to maximize ac- 
celeration: AutoStick. By dropping 
out of the automatic mode into Au- 
toStick, | was able shift gears with 
a simple nudge on the shifter. This 
action allows the engine to remain 
in a lower gear while revving up to 
higher speed. The process is sim- 
ilar to what can be achieved with a 
manual transmission, except shift-

ing with AutoStick is faster and eas- 
ier. 

The overall size of the Stratus 
makes it enjoyable for riding rural 
roads, as well as zipping into tight 
parking spaces. In other words, | 
felt very comfortable behind the 
wheel 

Of course, performance is a two- 
way street. If a car increases speed 
but loses control, the only thing that 
accelerates is the driver's heart. The 
Dodge engineers used steel uni- 
body construction with isolated rear 
suspension crossmembers, inde- 
pendent MacPherson struts, multi- 
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link coil springs and stabilizer bars 
— all working in concert. The com- 
bination provides a very solid-han- 
dling vehicle that responds quickly 
and precisely to the driver's input 

There is another side to the bold 
design of the Stratus — the inside 
Considering that this vehicle is a 
mid-size sedan, the interior is spa- 
cious and roomy. The instrumenta- 
tion is straightforward and has com- 
ponents that require buttons or dials 
that are easy to understand and op- 
erate. Even the cargo area has

Bryce Frey's first car, a used 
1941 Cadillac convertible coupe, 
served him well, Nevertheless, he 
traded it in on a postwar Cadillac 
hardtop coupe, which in turn be- 
came the down payment for an 
early 1950s Cadillac. 

Eventually, realizing he most en- 
joyed driving his 1941 model, Frey 
commenced a search to replace his 
first Cadillac. The year was 1961, 
and 1941 model cars were not an- 
tiques, merely very used cars. Young 
Frey outdid himself in the search, 
He not only found a 1941 Cadillac 
convertible, but a convertible sedan, 
one of only 400 such models man- 
ufactured, The shabby car was lo- 
cated on the back of a car lot in Cul- 
ver City with 75,000 miles recorded 
on the odometer. 

“It was very run down,” Frey re- 
members. Still, it was a 1941 model, 
and a rare one to boot. He bought 
the Cadillac for $300 in January 
1961. Twenty years earlier it had 
been sold new for a base price of 
$1,965 at a Los Angeles Cadillac 
dealership. 

Frey was soon driving his black 
beauty around Southern California. 
“The top was so rotten,” Frey ex- 
plains, “that the seams popped 
when | put it down.” Thereafter, be- 
cause he was young and lived in 
the land of endless sunshine, he 
drove another year or so with no 
top at all. 

By 1965 the 1941 vehicle was 
ailing mechanically. Frey obtained 
a 1940 Cadillac limousine, which 
came in handy. He attached the two 
ancient Cadillacs with a tow bar and 
set off for the nation's capital. “| was 
young and idiotic,” reflects Frey 
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Classic Classics 


from a distance of 36 years. 

Once Frey moved into his new 
home, he settled his maturing 1941 
Cadillac convertible sedan behind 
the garage under a tarp for the next 
quarter-century. While the 4,230- 
pound Cadillac languished in the 
backyard, Frey slowly collected 
parts and pieces for the inevitable 
restoration. Additionally, he began 
gathering bolt-on speed equipment 
for the 346-cubic-inch flathead V- 
8 engine. Early day hot rodders, 
who didn't believe the stock 150 
horsepower was enough, favored 
Edmunds aluminum dual carbure- 
tor intake manifolds and dual ex- 
haust systems. Frey found such 
parts while the getting was good. 

Fifty years after the Cadillac was 
built, and 30 years after Frey had 
bought it, he decided to give the 
rare car a second life. Although the 
parts and pieces he collected were 
helpful, even more were needed, 
including a front clip in far better 
condition than the original. 

The Cadillac was black when 
Frey purchased it. However, as the 
sedan was stripped to bare bones, 
the exposed factory numbers indi- 
cated it had left the factory wearing 
a coat of Berkeley gray with a ma- 
roon-and-gray leather interior, ac- 
cented by maroon carpeting and a 
tan top. 

If that color combination was 
good in 1941, Frey decided it was 
good enough for 1991. Wide white- 
sidewall 7.00x15-inch tires on red

wheels highlighted the exterior 50 
years ago. Frey now runs 8.20x15- 
inch tires on the 126-inch wheelbase 
to enhance the already cushy ride. 
The drivetrain was rebuilt, and 
seven quarts of fresh oil were 
added. The eighth quart wasn't nec- 
essary because there is no oil filter. 
It took 25 quarts of coolant to keep 
the temperature under control, and 
the gasoline tank swallowed 20 gal- 
lons of fuel. The battery is a 6-volt 
positive ground. The three-speed 
manual transmission remains 
smooth and steady. The convert- 
ible top is supported by three bows, 
in addition to the windshield header, 
and is raised and lowered manu- 
ally on chrome-plated hinges. 
The well-appointed interior fea- 
tures a pair of courtesy lights to il- 
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hand, like ice skating backwards, 
the whole thing looked deceptively 
easy, but with a little practice | could 
soon show off my graces. After 
months of waiting, | got my chance. 

When Mr. Donovan came out of 
the building and unlocked the car, 
he barked at me, “You first." | ex- 
changed glances with Raymond, 
who, cool and_ self-assured, 
shrugged and got into the back 
seat. | got into the front seat and 
closed the door, the vinyl chilly 
against the back of my legs.

purchase price. The front seats are 
infinitely adjustable and long-trip 
comfortable. Controls are, for the 
most part, easy to find and easy to 
use. The exception is the optional 
dual function GPS Navigation Sys- 
tem/Premium Sound System. While 
both of these systems do their jobs 
well, adjusting them takes too much 
of the driver's attention. 

The X5 suffers from typical SUV 
visibility concerns. The look back is 
hampered by a narrow window, 
rear-seat headrests and a tall tail. 
The rear cargo area measures 16.1 
cubic feet; 54.4 cu. ft. when rear 
seats are folded forward. The back 
hatch is a two-piece clamshell-type 
design, less convenient than a one- 
piece swing-up door would be. 

It's a tough job to serve two mas- 
ters well, but the X5 carries it off with 
as much aplomb as any SUV in the 
market. Luxury buyers in search of 
one vehicle to handle their on-road, 
light off-road and towing needs with 
elegance and assurance will find the 
X5 a “must add” to their short list.

Summer safety travel advice geared toward women 


sticker announcing that you are free 
and fun loving — all of these be- 
haviors are certainly your right. 
However, if you choose to exercise 
that right, you must be prepared to 
deal with the attention it could bring. 
Some of that attention might not be 
benign. Your message may be in- 
nocent exuberance, but others 
could interpret it differently. 


For trips into the world beyond 
your immediate neighborhood, it's 
safer for you to view the sights 
rather than becoming one of them. 
If you have a choice, make your ve- 
hicle an inconspicuous one with 
anonymous license plates and no 
provocative bumper stickers. The 
idea is to limit unwanted interaction 
between you and occupants of 
other cars or people you encounter 
in gas stations, tourist attractions 
and motel parking lots. Not that you 
want to avoid all contact with 
strangers on the way, but starting 
with more neutral coloring grants 


you latitude in initiating overtures. 

Prepare your car — Before leav- 
ing for your trip have your car 
checked carefully, particularly for 
anything that might strand you on 
the highway. Replace frayed belts, 
check the oil, inspect the tires for 
improper wear, top up window- 
washer reservoirs, etc. 

But, don’t have repairs made 
and depart immediately. Allow sev- 
eral days shakedown between the 
work and hitting the road. That in- 
terval allows time for correcting any- 
thing done wrong. 

If you have never changed a tire 
on your car, run a test pit stop to 
be sure you can do it if you have 
to. Outfit the car with maps. Join an 
automobile club, such as the AAA, 
for free maps and travel guides with 
listings of motels and restaurants. 
Put together an emergency kit and 
pack it in the car. Include flashlight 
and batteries, flares, gloves for dirty 
work, reflective tape, bottled water, 


rain gear, trail mix, first-aid kit, 
change of shoes and socks, large 
plastic garbage bags (useful for 
covering the ground or the uphol- 
stery, as well as carrying things or 
— with head and arm holes cut — 
keeping people dry. You might even 
toss in one of those folding canvas 
chairs and a paperback. A hand- 
held Global Positioning System is 
also useful to tell within a car's 
length exactly where on the planet 
you are. 

Prepare yourself — Even if your 
vehicle is roomy, don't take your 
entire closet with you. Pack wisely. 
For safety’s sake, you should take 
everything in your car into your 
room at night. 

A less secure alternative is to 
cover the contents in a large matte- 
black cloth, such as felt. | call this 
a “disappearing cloth,” and it does 
seem to make the car's contents in- 
visible to people walking by. 

Don't carry a purse; wear it. I've

found the ideal travel garb to be a 
vest with many, many pockets (of- 
ten called a “photographer's vest.”

Dear Mary: In 1996, new vehi- 
cles had to be compliant with an 
upgraded computer system called 
OBDII. 

With this on-board diagnostics 
system, a soft failure will set the 
“check engine” light. 

And the light will also go out if 
the problem goes away; however, 


the OBDII will hold the trouble 
code in memory. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 2000 Nis- 
san Altima with 18,000 miles. There 
is a loud jingling sound when the 
car is first started in the morning 
and | am shifting into gear. 

The colder the outside temper- 
ature, the longer the sound lasts 
(about 30 seconds). 

The dealer checked the oil 
pressure and said it was normal 
and that some Altima engines do 
make noise for a minute or so. Is 
the noise normal? Nina 

Dear Nina: There are no tech- 
nical service bulletins on your car. 
Sometimes it takes 30 seconds or 
so for oil pressure to buildup and 
fill the hydraulic lifters and engine 
clearances. 

My concern with your car is re- 
lated to your statement that the 
noise is present when you put the 
car in gear. 

| would like you to drop the car 
off overnight at another Nissan 
dealer or your local repair shop so 
a technician can start the engine 
cold and hear the sound. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 2000 Ford 
Taurus LX. While driving at 40 mph, 
| feel a shimmy in the front. It will 
disappear between 45 to 60 mph 
and return from 65 to 70 mph. 

The dealer balanced and re- 
placed the front tires, as well as 
aligned the front end. The vibration 
is still there. What else can it be? 
Chris 

Dear Chris: Have all four tires 
checked for proper balance at an- 
other shop. It is very important that 
the shop check the tire balance on 
the balancer before taking off any 
wheel weights. 

There may be a faulty front-axle 
CV joint. | have seen and replaced 
many front-axle CV joints that 
cause vibration. 

Dear Doctor: | am having an on- 
going problem with the oil light in 
my 1995 Pontiac Grand Am. When 
| first turn the key the oil light will 
come on. 

If | turn the key back off and on 
again, the oil light will not come 
back on. If | start the car with the 
oil light on, it will not go out with 


the engine running. 

When | shut the car off and 
restart the engine again, the oil light 
will not come on. Can you help? 
Dean 

Dear Dean, | have seen many 
gauge problems on GM cars. In 
fact, Alldata lists technical service 
bulletin # 53-83-04 refers to inac- 
curate gauge problems. | have re- 
placed many dash cluster assem- 
blies on these cars. 

Dear Doctor: | have had the 
transmission fluid flushed at 50,000 
miles and again at 100,000 miles 
at the GMC dealer. The transmis- 
sion has never given me a prob- 
lem. Is it necessary to replace the 
transmission filter? Carl 

Dear Carl: We own a GMC 
1500 pickup 4x4 with 236,000 
miles. We flush the transmission 
every 30,000 miles and have yet 
to pull the transmission pan to ac- 
cess the filter.

Gina Leon, a manager at La Fo- 
gata, brought out four different 
kinds of salsa, one of them a vivid 
green color. 

She told me the green salsa was 
made with tomatillos, little green 
tomato-like things that come in a 
brown shell. 

This was the table salsa La Fu- 
gata first started with 20 years ago, 
and long-time regulars liked it fine. 

New diners, unfamiliar with 
green salsa, were uninterested. 
They wanted red salsa — some- 
thing more familiar to most peo- 
ple. 

“We were going to drop it,” said 
Leon. “Newer customers thought 
the green salsa was the hot one. 
It's not.” The green salsa has a dif- 
ferent flavor, more tangy than red 
salsa. 

So, to keep everyone happy, La 
Fogata makes a mild red salsa for 
the table. And, for those in the 
know, the tomatillo salsa, chunky* 
pico de gallo and a red salsa made 
with chile de arbol are available for 
the asking. “That's the hot one,” 
Leon said. 

Nick Gonzalez, general manager 
of The Cantina, likes his table salsa 
hotter, “with more of a bite, a kick.” 
It is made with jalapenos. For those 
less inclined to spicy food, a chunky 
salsa fresca is available. 

Luckily, both restaurants proved 
ideal for shooting food. La Fogata 
has high ceilings with skylights to 
let in natural light, and The Cantina 
has a patio in front and one in back. 
The one in back looks out over a 
creek and the footbridge to Civic 
Park. 

Both are lovely places to dine. 
And since | decided not to push for 
their salsa recipes, you'll just have

Chunky Tomatillo Salsa (not 
the La Fogata recipe) 

Makes about 3 cups 
1/2 pound tomatillos, husked, 
rinsed, cut into 1/4-inch pieces 
1/2 cup chopped red bell pepper 
1/4 cup chopped red onion 
1/4 cup chopped fresh cilantro

Chili-lovers will enjoy this 
chicken. There's chili powder and 
cayenne pepper in the baste; liquid 
hot pepper seasoning heats up the 
fresh pineapple salsa served on the 
side, 
2 frying chickens (about 3 1/2 
pounds each) 
1 teaspoon each chili powder and 
paprika 
1/4 teaspoon ground red pepper 
(cayenne) 
2 tablespoons salad oil 
2 teaspoons Dijon mustard 
Pineapple Salsa (recipe follows) 
Remove chicken necks and 
giblets; reserve for other uses, if de- 


sired, Discard lumps of fat. With 
poultry shears or a knife, cut 
through each chicken along both 
sides of the backbone. Discard 
backbones. 

Place each chicken, skin side 
up, on a flat surface and press 
firmly, cracking breastbone slightly, 
until bird lies reasonably flat. Rinse 
and pat dry. 

In a small bowl, smoothly blend 
chili powder, paprika, red pepper, 
oil and mustard. Brush evenly over 
chicken skin, 

Place chickens, skin side up, on 
a lightly greased grill 4 to 6 inches 
above a solid bed of medium coals. 

Put lid on barbecue, drafts open 
(or cover with a tent of heavy-duty 
foil). 

Cook until meat near thighbone 
is no longer pink; cut to test (40-50 
minutes). 


Pineapple Salsa 
1 small pineapple (about 3 pounds)

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Lamb Shish Kebab dinner

COLE'S COOKING ATOZ 

Armenian-style Shish Kebab 
made with lamb is worth trying, 
even if you're usually a beef eater. 

Kebabs prepared from a leg of 
lamb are far leaner and more ten- 
der than “stew meat,” which comes 
from the less expensive but tougher 
shoulder cuts. Trimming all visible 
fat from the leg yields lean meat 
with a clean, pleasing flavor and al- 
most no grease. Olive oil in the 
marinade keeps the meat moist dur- 
ing cooking while lemon juice, 
herbs and spices balance the nat- 
ural richness of the meat. 

In the recipe below, all the in- 
gredients except the tomatoes are 
first threaded onto separate skew- 
ers and partially cooked, then 
rethreaded in alternating order to 
finish grilling. Eggplant roasted with 
garlic and dill, and, if you like, pilaf 
(from a mix or made from scratch) 
and a salad complete the meal. 

Success tip: 

For an aromatic presentation for 
shish kebab, before the final cook- 
ing, rethread the. ingredients in al- 
ternating order on woody branches 
of rosemary, stem ends whittled to 
a point. Soak rosemary branches 
in water for 30 minutes before use. 

For this recipe you'll need four 
long metal skewers. 

Armenian-style Shish Kebob 
1/2 cup olive oil 
2 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 
3 large cloves garlic, peeled and 
crushed 
1 tablespoon dry white wine 
1 small bay leaf 
Small pinches of salt, freshly ground 


pepper, dried oregano and crum- 
bled, dried rosemary leaves 

2 pounds well-trimmed boneless 
leg of lamb (from a 4-pound half- 
leg of lamb), cut in 1 1/2-inch cubes 
2 large onions, peeled and cut into 
8 wedges each 

2 large green bell peppers, cut into 
8 pieces each 

12 medium-large mushrooms, 
stemmed and wiped clean 

2 large tomatoes, cored, cut into 8 
wedges each, or 16 cherry tomatoes 

1. In a large, lidded glass or ce- 
ramic container, mix olive oil, lemon 
juice, garlic, wine, bay leaf, salt, 
pepper, oregano and rosemary. Re- 
serve 3 tablespoons of the mari- 
nade; cover and set aside in re- 
frigerator. Place lamb into container 
with marinade, stir thoroughly, and 
refrigerate, covered, 24 hours, stir- 
ring occasionally. 

2. Prepare a hot charcoal fire for 
direct-heat method of cooking. 
Drain lamb. Thread 3 separate 
skewers of onion, lamb cubes with 
green pepper, and mushrooms, 
basting green pepper and onion 
with some of the reserved mari- 
nade. Place skewers on grill, turn- 
ing them frequently, and pre-cook 
as follows: onions, about 10 min- 
utes; lamb with green pepper, about 
7 minutes; mushrooms, about 2 
minutes. Remove skewers from grill; 
cool slightly. 

3. Use a meat fork to push in- 
gredients off skewers; then rethread 
so that each of 4 skewers includes, 
in alternating order, some lamb, 
onion, green pepper, mushroom 
and raw tomato. Baste again with 
remaining marinade. Return skew- 
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ers to grill and, cook, turning fre- 
quently, until internal temperature 
of meat reaches 145 degrees (for 
medium rare), about 5 minutes 
more, Vegetables should be slightly 
blackened in spots and the toma- 
toes tender but not mushy. To serve, 
push meat and vegetables off skew- 
ers and onto individual serving 
plates.
